There is an explanation, somewhere, of the lack of good will shown by the av- 


erage community toward the public-utility company that serves it with light, heat 
and power. One reason, we think, has never been fully stated: If the power and 
light companies were owned and controlled by one or two men, and named after 
people, as the majority of our big enterprises are, we would be apt to have a more 
friendly feeling toward them. 


If you received your electric-light statement from the Smith & Jones Electric 


Light Company," and you thought it too big, you could go down to see Mr. Smith 
or Mr. Jones and feel that you had talked to headquarters. Perhaps Mr. Smith or 
Mr. Jones would be neighbors of yours. Perhaps their wives would know yours, 
or their children would go to school with yours. They might belong to your club, 
or fish in the same lake, or shoot over the same marsh, or drive the same kind of an 
automobile that you do. You would have no trouble understanding each othen 


But when you get a bill from the "Park Falls and Twin County Power and Light 


Company," and it strikes you as being exorbitant, you feel that there is no one to 
whom to kick about it. The president of the company is probably only a minor 
stockholder. The directors are men of large affairs, no one of whom is in control. 
The majority of the stock is probably owned by investors scattered all over the 
country who may be as dissatisfied as you are. 


The average employee of the average public utility knows that the company is 


looked upon with some hostility, and tha t its affairs are regulated by some commis 


sion, and that the company is continually called upon to explain, to customers like 
yourself, reasons why there could be no mistake in your last statement. He gets in a 
bad frame of mind, and perhaps ends the argument by saying: "If you don't pay this 
bill by the 10th, we will have to take out your meter." 


A statement was made, a few weeks before this Is printed, before a meeting of the 


Chamber of Commerce of the United States in Washington that it will require 852,500,000 
properly to equip the 1,250,000 houses and apartments which this country now needs with 
heat, light, transportation and telephone facilities. This must come from the big and lit- 
tle pools of people's savings, and these pools will yield investment money only when 
tempted by securities which guarantee a fair return. 


One of Xew York's newspapers has lately been printing letters from the chairmen of 


pub-lic-service commissions of different states which tend^ to show that the outlook for 
public utility securities is on the mend, that public-utility problem?; af e gradually being 
taken out of politics, and that a better public attitude toward public-utilitiy enterprises is 
being developed. But haste is being made slowly. 


As Collier's said some weeks ago. the. American people have been "stung'' a good 


many times by financial buccaneers in the public utility field. That is no reason, how- 
ever. why we should close our eyes to the marvelous achievements, as a whole, of o ur 
public-utility companies. Let us look at some of the high lights: 


Thirty years ago we were just beginning to applv electric energy to transportation. 
The first "third rail" ran at the world's fair in Chicago in 1893. 
''Horsepower" as a unit of measurement was adopted by James Watt over a hundred 


years ago. If a horse delivers a horsepower, then it would take nineteen million of the 
twenty-one million horses in the United States to furnish the power now supplied by 
central stations. In 1902 less than a million and a half would have 
cuffi<^ed. 


The average person now uses more than twelve times the amount of electricity that 


he used eighteen years ago. 


In 1900 there were few of the high-voltage transmission towers which you now see 


crossing the country and in those days ten thousand volts were earned on the wires with 
some anxiety. Today equipment is under construction to enable wires to carry 220,000 
volts along these rows of steel sentinels of progress. 


Here is the money side of it. There are approximately 1,400,000 investors in electric- 


al securities, and more than $300,000,000 of public funds in the hands of insurance com- 
panies and -$1,700,000,000 in bank funds are invested in public-utility companies. 


Such big figures are staggering. But in asking ourselves, as individuals,' whether 


or not our attitude toward the particular public-utility company which serves us is fair, 
let us read what Dr. Steinmetz, probably our foremost electrical authority, said in a 
speech at Baltimore last January. 


We have only begun the use of electricity in the home. The use of electric ironing 


machines, washing machines, and devices for cooking and heating by electricity will 
grow tremendously. In the future, mines will bo electrified and the cost of coal will be 
reduced, and with that reduction will come a reduction in the cobt of current. Electricitv 
/ 
«/ 


will be used in the house much more than it is now, and that will help to solve the servant 
problem. 


And here is the most significant thing that he said: 
You notice that during the war when everything else went up, the cost of electricity 


remained low. 


America must move forward, and the speed and comfort with which she moves will 


depend in a large measure upon her ability to produce, at low costs, heat, power and light. 
Let each community give some thought to its public-utility situation, to the end that we 
may more quickly give a square- deal, not only to the hand that lights the gas stove or 
turns on the electric switch, but to the investment pocketbook which furnishes the capi- 
tal as well.
